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CASH  RECEIPTS,  JANUARY-MAI  1953 


Farmers '  cash  receipts  from  marketings  In  the  first  5  months 
of  1953  totaled  10.5  billion  dollars,  3  percent  less  than  in  the 
corresponding  period  last  year.    A  5 -percent  increase  in  the  total 
volume  of  marketings  was  more  than  offset  by  lower  average  prices. 
It  is  expected  that  cumulative  cash  receipts  throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  1953  will  continue  to  run  somewhat  below  receipts  in  the 
comparable  period  last  year. 

Total  livestock  receipts  in  the  5-month  period  were  6*6  bil- 
lion dollars,  down  7  percent  from  last  year,  but  crop  receipts  of 
3*7  billion  were  up  6  percent*    A  decline  of  Ik  percent  in  cash  re- 
ceipts from  meat  animals,  due  mainly  to  lower  prices  of  cattle  and 
calves,  accounted  for  most  of  the  drop  in  total  livestock  receipts. 
Dairy  receipts  were  down  h  percent,  but  receipts  from  poultry  and 
eggs  were  11  percent  higher  than  last  year.    In  the  crop  group, 
receipts  from  wheat,  com,  soybeans,  tobacco,  and  fruits  were  all 
above  last  year,  but  receipts  from  cotton  and  vegetables  were  lower. 

Farmers'  cash  receipts  in  April  totaled  1.9  billion  dollars, 
down  5  percent  from  March  and  8  percent  below  a  year  earlier.  The 
preliminary  estimate  for  May  is  2.1  billion  dollars,  up  around 
10  percent  from  the  previous  month  but  3  percent  below  May  of  last 
year.    Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  in  May  were  around 
1.5  billion  dollars,  5  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    May  crop 
receipts  are  estimated  at  0.6  billion  dollars,  practically  the  same 
as  last  year.
